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TRANSLATIONS FROM THE NEW ROMAN MISSAL 

this third booklet completes the translations of the Sundays, 
feasts and ferias which occur in the annual cycle. 

Priests and people are now asked to study them carefully and to 
compare them with the other versions which are being published, and 
then to make their preferences clear to their local diocesan com¬ 
missions. 

It must be remembered, however, that these interim translations are 
not a finished product. They have been produced quickly so as to 
give a version in what is fundamentally our traditional style of 
public prayer in these countries. If the clear preference of priests and 
people is for this version, much work will have to go into making it 
worthy of the public worship of the Church. 

When sending in your comments please pay special attention to the 
following points which sum up the principles which the translators 
have followed: 

1. The translation in itself: the translators have tried to say in 
English what the Missal says in Latin, not what the translators 
considered the ideas which the Latin text ought to be trying to 
convey. 

2. The style of translation: relatively little use has been made of 
subordinate clauses and periodic structure, because the main 
purpose is to get the prayers over to the congregation. Thus 
the translators have generally preferred to express meaning in 
short clauses placed side by side. 

3. Archaic expressions have been avoided, but the translators have 
tried to preserve traditional English words used by our fore¬ 
fathers, for example: Mass, Holy Communion, grace, merits, 
sanctify, blessed, intercession, virtue, eternal, sacrifice. 

4. The traditional prayer-endings have been retained. 

5. The words used in the Latin to express the One to whom a 
prayer is addressed have been retained, God or Lord, instead of 
using the word Father. 

6. Generally speaking, the traditional expression of a suppliant in 
the presence of God has been retained by the use of the con¬ 
struction grant that . . ., rather than making a straight request 
to God which can sometimes sound like giving God a command. 



7. In the prayers of a saint the title Saint has been used, instead of 
the more accurate translation Blessed. 

8. The Latin has been followed in the translation of the opening 
words of the prefaces so as to link them up with the Preface 
dialogue, by the use of the expression It is indeed right and 
fitting. 

9. The new Missal gives various options for the opening and closing 
phrases of the prefaces. The translators have chosen alternative 
7 for the opening and alternative 3 for the close. It may be, 
however, that many would prefer a more elaborate closing 
phrase. If so, this should be made clear to the local liturgical 
commission, and suggestions are invited. 

10. Some criticism has been levelled at the translations which have 
already appeared on the grounds that God is continually being 
given information he already has! The translators, however, see 
their function as providing a version of the Latin text given, 
not of a text which perhaps ought to have been given, and they 
feel it would be wrong for them to omit portions of a given text 
on this score.

When the prayer is addressed to God the Father but the Son is 
mentioned at the end of the prayer, the following conclusion is 
used: 

Who lives and reigns with you in the unity of the Holy Spirit, God, for ever 
and ever. 

When the prayer is addressed to God the Son, the following 
conclusion is used: 

(You) who live and reign with God the Father in the unity of the Holy Spirit, 
God, for ever and ever.
